ELY SEEMED TO BE ECHOING THE CRITICISM OF THE NORTH ATLANTIC

NATIONALE" (REVIEW OF NATIONAL DEFENSE). 

"ALTHOUGH THREATENED IN ITS POSITIONS AND ITS ECONOMY, THE WESTERN
